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Parking fears over 
town centre plan

CONCERNS over car parking may 
stand in the way of a new develop¬ 
ment in Haverhill town centre. 

Suffolk County Council Highways 
has recommended that permission 
be refused to build three new 
shops and four flats in Empire 
Yard, Brook Service Road. 

The plans, submitted by local 
businessman Glenn Edwards, 
partner at Chippy’s takeaway, pro¬ 
posed that the homes and retail 
units be housed in one three-sto¬ 
rey building. 

Mr Edwards said that a new 
development was needed to “kick 
start” the town - but the county 
council has said that “the safety of 
all road users” would be affected 
by the development. 

In a report to the case officer, Jon 
Noble, senior development man¬ 
agement engineer, said: “The pro¬ 
posed development proposes no 
on-site parking provision for both 
the retail and residential units.” 

A development of four one-bed- 
room homes would result in two to 
three cars, according to a survey 
carried out by the county council 
into vehicle ownership across 
Suffolk. While those working in 
the surrounding area could use

the town’s public car parks, it 
would be “unrealistic” to expect 
residents to pay to park their own 
car near to their home, Mr Noble 
added. 

Mr Edwards, his brother 
Christopher and sister Teresa have 
owned the land in Empire Yard for 
12 years. They have had ‘no park¬ 
ing’ signs on their land for the last 
decade, despite Mr Noble’s report 
saying that businesses use Empire 
Yard to park. 

If the plan goes ahead, the busi¬ 
nessman has said that residents 
living in the flats can use the near¬ 
by public car park which is free all 
day Sunday, after 3pm on Friday 


and after 6pm every other day of 
the week. 

He said: “It’s in the centre of town 
- so parking is on a premium - but 
when we decided to build the flats 
we knew there was a car park right 
opposite the building which is free 
for people when they return from 
work until the morning, when they 
will have to go to work.” 

The lack of allocated parking 
spaces could lead to motorists 
parking in “unsafe” locations such 
as footways, the report said, but 
Nicola Sale, Mr Edwards’ archi¬ 
tect, said in response that the 
street’s double yellow lines will 
prevent this. She said: “Most of 


Brook Service Road has double yel¬ 
low lines - these run right along 
the front of our proposal. There is 
also an official taxi rank running 
from the entrance of the public car 
park along toward the turning area 
at the end of Brook Service Road. 

“These facts prevent opportunist 
parking bylaw.” 

Mr Noble’s report also stated that 
storage for cycles would be 
“expected” because of the central 
location of the building - but this 
was to be erected inside the build¬ 
ing, on the ground floor, according 
to Miss Sale’s design. 

Mr Edwards added: “I am a little 
bit surprised by the questions 
asked, and hopefully they 
shouldn’t stand in the way of the 
development going ahead.” 

Land contamination, environ¬ 
mental health and Suffolk Fire and 
Rescue Service have raised no 
objections to the plans. 

Haverhill Town Council has wel¬ 
comed the application, with out¬ 
going town clerk Will Austin previ¬ 
ously saying with people keen to 
see things “happening” in the 
town centre, the development is a 
“very good step forward”.

Haverhill stands tall 
as county criticised 


SECONDARY schools in Haverhill are 
top achievers - despite Suffolk 
County Council being heavily criti¬ 
cised by Ofsted. 

Ofsted has written to the county to 
state that the education improvement 
strategy is too weak as schools are 
performing well below the national 
average. 

Following inspections in January, 
Ofsted has identified problems with 
poor pupil performance at Key Stages 
2 and 4, poor leadership in schools and 
bad communication between the 
council and school leaders. 

It also said the council was weak in 
challenging and supporting schools, 
and too slow to intervene. 

But Samuel Ward Academy is rated 
as outstanding - a fact that Howard 
Lay, executive principal, has attribut¬ 
ed to the school’s status as an acade¬ 
my. 

He said: “One of the reasons Samuel

Ward is outstanding is that it broke 
away from the local authority by 
becoming an academy. 

“This means that for the last three 
years we have been able to create our 
own vision and purpose and set our 
own path. The impact has been out¬ 
standing results, an outstanding 
Ofsted and outstanding teaching.” 

Mr Lay added that the old system 
was “flawed” because schools became 
dependent on the local authority to 
deliver educational services. Schools 
need to take control to “ensure provi¬ 
sion is excellent”, he said. 

The county council introduced the 
“Raising the Bar” policy in 2012 to 
improve standards and shifted from a 
three- to a two-tier education system. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, cabinet member 
for education, said the report made 
“sobering reading” but the council 


was working hard to change Suffolk’s 
historic underperformance. 

Castle Manor Academy was rated as 
good in its last Ofsted inspection, 
which took place in June 2013. The 
school converted to an academy in 
2012 and formed a partnership with 
Place Farm Primary Academy. 

Madeleine Vigar, executive principal 
of the Castle Partnership Academy 
Trust, has said that their hard work 
will continue to ensure that young 
people between 3 and 19 have access 
to excellent education to achieve their 
best. 

She said: “Suffolk’s Ofsted judgment 
is a signpost towards the work they 
have already started in improving 
education in our county. 

“We have worked very hard in 
Haverhill over the last 15 years to 
ensure that the children and young 
people of our town have access to 
good and outstanding schools.”

A NEW event is teaming up 
with a historical day in the 
Haverhill calendar for a 
weekend full of fun. 

Haverhill Transport Rally, 
which last year attracted 
about 100 weird and 
wonderful vehicles from years 
gone by, will follow a brand 
new motor show organised in 
conjunction with Haverhill 
market. 

The event, scheduled for 
July 12, has been thought up 
by Sharon Fairweather, 
market development officer 
for West Suffolk. Stalls and 
motors will be spread across 
the market square - alongside 
the weekly traders. 


Miss Fairweather said: “We 
want to be part of events that 
are already happening, as a 
market, so the transport rally 
seemed like a good thing to 
get involved in.” 

A retired police 1974 Dodge

A police spokesman said: “A 
55-year-old man from Haverhill, 
who was arrested on suspicion of 
fraud by false representation on 
Tuesday, March 4, and taken to the 
Bury St Edmunds Police 
Investigation Centre for 


questioning, has been bailed to 
return to Bury PIC on April 2 
pending further inquiries.” 

The Rev Finn took extended leave 
in February to assist with an 
investigation by the church into 
alleged “financial irregularities”. 

John Howard, spokesman for the 
Church of England in Suffolk, said: 


“We are working closely with the 
parishes of Haverhill and 
Withersfield to support them at this 
time. 

“I can confirm that Mr Finn has 
been suspended by the Church of 
England in Suffolk, pending the 
outcome of the police 
investigation.”

Hundreds

ALMOST 1,500 people have 
signed a petition calling for 
money to be passed on to 
Haverhill. 

The petition, created by the 
Haverhill and Kedington 
Labour group last month, is 
aimed at St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council and is ask¬ 
ing for the town’s share of 
Council Tax Support Grant to 
be passed on. 

Currently, Haverhill is set to 
lose £129,000 over the next 
four financial years. 

About 350 signatures have 
been collected online, and 
more than 1,000 residents 
have signed up in person.

THE choice to become a 
mother is every woman's 
right. 

But mum-of-three Keeley 
Skipp no longer has the 
option to carry another 
child. 

In May last year, Keeley, 

25, was diagnosed with 
cervical cancer after having 
her first smear test. 

Now, after a hysterectomy 
and bouts of radiotherapy 
and chemotherapy, she is 
running the Race for Life 
with her friends to raise 
money and awareness for 
Cancer Research UK. 

Keeley, who lives on the 
Chalkstone Estate with 
husband Michael and their 
three children, first started 
experiencing problems 
when she was 20 - but she 
was not eligible for a smear 
test because she was under 
25. 

She said: “I remember one 
morning watching This 
Morning, and they were 
discussing the symptoms of 
cervical cancer. One of 
them was bleeding after 


intercourse, and I was 
shocked as this sometimes 
happened to me. This was 
2009 -1 remember because 
it was around the time that 
Jade Goody was diagnosed, 
so there was a lot about it on 
the TV and news. 


“After my son was born, 
the midwife told me I 
should book to have a smear 
but when I asked they said I 
was too young and wouldn’t 
need one until I was 25. 

“I was 21 at the time and I 
didn’t think any more of it 


as the bleeding was a small 
amount, and it rarely 
happened.” 

At the start of last year, 
after Keeley’s bleeding 
became “like a murder 
scene”, she made an

doctor. After a few months 
of tests she finally received 
a smear test and was 
diganosed. 

The choice to have a 
hysterectomy wasn’t 
difficult at the time, Keeley 
said, because she just 
wanted the cancer gone. 

“I needed to be all right 
for my three children -1 
had them to worry about. 

“I am lucky because I’ve 
got three children, but we 
always said we wanted to 
have four,” she said. 

The mum finished her 
treatment shortly before 
her 25th birthday. 

Keeley married Michael, 
27, in April 2012 and they 


have three children - Liam, 
9, Logan, 4, and two-year- 
old Layla. 

The 25-year-old has 
regular checks at 
Addenbrooke’s for signs of 
recurrence - but for now, 
she’s in the clear. 

Determined to raise as 
much money as possible 
for charity, Keeley and her 
friends are holding a quiz 
night at The Woolpack, in 
Queen Street, next month. 

It costs £1 to enter the 
quiz - and there are also 
plans to host “rock and roll 
bingo” for £2 per card, and 
a raffle. 

Keeley said: “I think if 
you are having sex you 


should be able to go to your 
doctor and ask for a smear 
test. If I was given a smear 
test at 21 when I asked, 
maybe this would not have 
happened to me. 

“Do not risk this 
happening to you, and 
become aware of your body 
and any abnormal 
symptoms.”

How do we keep cars 
off the pavements? 

RECENTLY I was in Queen Street, 
talking with traders about the safe 
display of signs on the pavement. 
Conversations usually moved on 
to the general safety of 
pedestrians, or lack of it, in Queen 
Street. 

Traders are very concerned 
about cars parking on designated 
pavements when the road is open 
to traffic.

Could bollards, strong ones 
which cars can’t easily bend, be 
used instead to keep cars off 
pavements? 

So much attention has been 
drawn to controlling illegal 
parking in the High Street. Let’s 
give some thought as to how 
illegal parking can be controlled 
in Queen Street.

Help cancer patients 
feel less isolated 

IT was interesting to read your 
report ‘Suffolk cancer patients 
lonely’ C Haverhill Weekly News, 
February 27). 

It is certainly worrying to read 
that an estimated 6,000 people 
living with cancer in Suffolk are 
suffering from loneliness as a 
result of their illness. But at St 
Nicholas Hospice Care, we can 
help those feeling alone or 
isolated. 

Our hospice runs a regular knit 
and natter group where patients 
and carers gather together to work 
on craft projects and, as the name 
of the group suggests, have a chat. 
But this is just one of the many 
activities we run at the hospice to 
help ensure no one facing a life¬ 
shortening illness feels alone. 

In addition to knit and natter we 
offer a fortnightly men’s group, 
where patients and carers can 
meet and have a bit of banter in a 
men-only environment; there is a 
weekly writing group, which 
encourages members to share 
their feelings through language 
and with each other; and we offer 
a Positive Living group, which 
helps patients and families to 
discuss issues around diagnosis, 
symptom management and 
making the most of life. 

All these activities take place at 
the hospice building, alongside 
the excellent counselling offered 
by our family support team and 
superb care given by clinical staff. 

However, where we are really 
making a difference and helping 
to relieve the ‘loneliness epidemic’ 
is out in the community, in 
people’s homes. 

Three years ago we launched 
Hospice Neighbours, a service 
which aims to give practical 
support and companionship to 
people living with life-shortening 
illnesses. Now, we have teams of 
volunteer Hospice Neighbours 
based in every town in West 
Suffolk and South Norfolk - and 
covering villages in between - 
who each spend a couple of hours 
a week visiting patients in their 
homes and undertaking small, 
practical tasks. 

They might just have a chat over 
a cup of tea, pick up a prescription, 


walk the dog or mow the lawn but, 
most importantly, they will be 
helping that patient to feel a little 
less alone and little more able to 
cope. 

We always need volunteer 
Hospice Neighbours. If you would 
like to join our team of more than 
100 volunteers, we would be 
delighted to welcome you.

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Death of OAP 
hit by her 
own car was 
accidental 


A PENSIONER who was knocked 
over by her own car died of frac¬ 
tures to the skull and chest, an 
inquest heard. 

Susan Tovey, 74, died on the 
evening of October 9 last year, 
after being involved in a collision 
with her own car. 

Mrs Tovey, of Emily Frost Close, 
Wickhambrook, was having trou¬ 
ble getting her vehicle, an auto¬ 
matic Ford Fiesta, out of its park¬ 
ing bay. 

Ray Featherstone, a neighbour 
in his 70s, moved his own car out 
of the way before moving Mrs 
Tovey’s a short distance for her. 

When the pensioner returned to 
her car to complete the manoeu¬ 
vre, she could not release the 
handbrake. 

A statement from PC Andrew 
Fossey, read out by Daniel 
Sharpstone, assistant coroner, 
said: “Mr Featherstone reached

inside to release the handbrake 
but the car had been left in 
reverse. 

“It started to reverse on its own. 
Susan Tovey was standing to the 
rear and was struck by the car. 

“The Fiesta continued to reverse 
and came to a stop at 12, Emily 
Frost Close.” 

The post-mortem examination, 
carried out by Dr Karl Fove, con¬ 
sultant pathologist at West Suffolk 
Hospital, revealed that Mrs Tovey 
died of a basal skull fracture, a left 
chest crush fracture and a left 
plural hemorrhage as a result of a 
road traffic collision. 

Dr Sharpstone recorded a ver¬ 
dict of accidental death. 

The inquest into Mrs Tovey’s 
death took place yesterday in 
Bury St Edmunds.

So how did your 
councillors vote 
on budget which 
loses us £ 32 k?

HALF of Haverhill’s borough 
councillors voted in favour of a 
budget which will take £32,000 
away from the town in the 
upcoming year. 

A council tax freeze has been 
achieved for the fifth of six 
years, but the balanced budget 
also withdraws a portion of the 
Council Tax Support Grant 
from towns and parishes, 
including Haverhill, for 
2014/15. 

The grant, provided to the 
borough by Central Govern¬ 
ment, will be reduced by 25 per 
cent each year until it has been 
phased out completely. A total 
of £129,000 will be lost over a 
four year period. 

Cllrs Tony Brown, Maureen 
Byrne and Gordon Cox voted 
against the budget, while Cllr 
Phillip French abstained and 
Cllr Adam Whittaker left the 
meeting before the vote. 

The rest of their colleagues 
representing the town opted for 
approval. 

Cllr Brown, elected infanuary, 
said: “We are fighting 

Haverhill’s corner and working 
for the town. We tried to high¬ 
light what we think are defi¬ 
ciencies in St Edmundsbury’s 
outlook towards Haverhill. We 
want to try and get the best we 
can.” 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, deputy 
mayor of Haverhill, urged her 
colleagues on the borough 
council to restore the funding 
to towns and parishes to show 
“St Edmundsbury that we’re 
committed to localism”. 

Speaking at the meeting, she 
said: “It is extremely patronis¬ 
ing for us to lecture towns and 
parishes on their finances just 
because we’re having a tough 
time, without taking into 
account the similar difficulties 
they face.” 

Cllr Byrne added that it is 
“plain wrong” that the borough 
does not know the exact figure 
given to them to support town’s 
and parishes, as it is set out in 
“black and white”. 

Cllr Cox spoke out against the 
budget on the grounds that an 
8.5 per cent council tax reduc¬ 
tion grant is being imposed, 



meaning people on means test¬ 
ed benefits will have to pay out 
extra money. 

He also raised issues with 
grants being paid out by both 
borough and town councils, 
which he believes could be 
reduced to save money. 

Cllr Cox said: “If everybody 
has got to tighten their belts, 
grants need to be capped and 
that applies to the town council 
as well.” 

Cllr Cox said that more than 
£150,000 is collectively being 
awarded to projects in Bury St 
Edmunds, by the borough - but 
Haverhill Town Council has 
had to pay out a £10,000 budget 
for a clock, which the borough 
had promised to provide. 

The town council also 
pledged £25,000 to Haverhill 
Gymnastics Club which could 
have been less, Cllr Cox said. 

Cllr Tim Marks has said that 
these are “tough times” for eve¬ 
ryone and that Haverhill Town 
Council has to “take its share”. 

Cllr Anne Gower, who is also 
a county councillor for 
Haverhill, said that the focus 
needs to be on “looking for¬ 
ward”. 

“I am pleased that the two 
councils I represent have 
not passed on any 
council tax rises to the 
residents of Haverhill 
- the borough has still 
given £50,000 to ONE 
Haverhill to support 
projects in the town,” 
she said. “We need to be 
looking forward, we are 
in a different financial cli¬ 
mate now, and the finance for 
the big capital projects is just 
not there.” 

Cllr feremy Farthing said that 
every organisation has to cut 




its costs, and that the borough 
is doing its best to “continue to 
provide the services which a 
borough council should pro¬ 
vide, with a reduced budget”. 

Cllr Paul McManus said that 
the budget was “very well 
thought out” with a lot of ben¬ 
efits - but added that those vot¬ 
ing in opposition of it “had 
every right to”. 

Band D residents will pay a 
total of £175.23 for the bor¬ 
ough’s portion of the counil 
tax, per year. Other key propos¬ 
als include savings of £417,000 
through sharing services with 
Forest Heath District Council 
and continued investment in 
the Free After 3 parking initia¬ 
tive. 

It is expected that a total of 
£679,000 will be saved during 
this next financial year. 

Will Austin, outgoing town 
clerk, spoke during the meet¬ 
ing’s public forum about the 
difference in money spent in 
Haverhill compared to Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Withdrawing the Council Tax 
Support Grant will have a big 
economic impact, he said, 
especially when most of the 
borough’s budget is spent in 
Bury. He said: “Haverhill 
has three quarters of 
the population of Bury 
and it won’t be long 
before it’s as big as 
Bury, but there is a 
huge imbalance in 
your spending priori¬ 
ties. 

“Restoring the Council 
Tax Support Grant would be 
a drop in the ocean in repairing 
that imbalance, but at least it 
would be a sign that you do 
actually care. At the moment 
you just seem to be taking 
money from towns and parish¬ 
es to spend in Bury.” 

Mr Austin compared the £1.3 
million spent on the Apex in 
Bury to the funding withdrawn 
from Haverhill Arts Centre, as 
well as the £80,000 spent on 
Bury Festivals - when this fig¬ 
ure in Haverhill is at zero. 

Cllr Cox added: “Bury St 
Edmunds gets a lot of stuff, but 
people in Haverhill cannot par¬ 
ticipate because of the lack of 
transport links.”

LIBRARIES in Suffolk have been 
honoured for their work in getting 
connected.

AN inspection into court custody 
services in Suffolk and Norfolk 
has revealed that some cells are 
too small and in “poor” physical 
condition. 

Bury St Edmunds Magistrates 
Court and Ipswich Crown Court 
were among those inspected by 
HM Inspectorate of Prisons 
between September and October 
last year. 

Positives of the inspection 
included that facilities in the area 
are cleaner than elsewhere, and 
that detainees were well looked- 
after and treated courteously. 

However, cells in two of the eight 
courts inspected were littered with 
graffiti and had dirty floors and 
toilets - and detainee care on the 
whole was “let down” by staff 
shortages. 

Main issues identified by Nick 
Hardwick, Chief Inspector of 
Prisons, were that suitable lan¬ 
guage interpretation could not be 
provided on every occasion, lead¬ 
ing to detainees being remanded 
in custody for longer, lack of train-

ing in local safeguarding proce¬ 
dures and looking after young peo¬ 
ple and that at some courts the 
temperature of the cells was too 
cold, and there were no blankets. 

It was also revealed that staff 
struggled to maintain the manda¬ 
tory regime of checking every 
detainee at least once every 10 
minutes and recording it. 

Mr Hardwick said: “In Norfolk 
and Suffolk courts, standards of 
detainee care were hampered by 
shortages of staff, the limitations 
of the physical environment in 
some courts, and the lack of robust, 
multi-agency forums in which dif¬ 
ficulties in court custody could be 
discussed and resolved.” 

The inspection in Suffolk and 
Norfolk was the fifth to take place 
in the country as part of a new pro¬ 
gramme looking into court custo¬ 
dy. 

Others have taken place in 
Nottinghamshire and Merseyside.

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Sean’s life 
dark place 


Post-traumatic stress disorder, prison and the death of his 
teenage son put Sean Cullinane on to a path of alcoholism and 
homelessness. But with the help of Emmaus Cambridge - and 
his puppy, Sweet - Sean is well and truly back on his feet. 
Emma Higginbotham reports. 


Y OU can see why she’s 
called Sweet. The 
black Staffie puppy, 
with her tiny white socks, 
bounces joyfully around the 
room, hunting down stray 
dog biscuits and jumping 
up for cuddles. But Sweet’s 
not always this sweet, says 
her owner, Sean Cullinane. 
“She chewed up George 
Orwell this morning,” he 
sighs, shaking his head. “The 
complete works...” 

Sweet is the newest 
resident of the Emmaus 
community in Landbeach, 
where Sean has been living 
and working for the last year. 
It’s been quite the journey 
for the 53-year-old who, this 
time last year, was living 
on the streets, in a blur of 
alcoholism. 

Born in London, Sean 
moved to St Neots at the 
age of 12 and, five years 
later, joined the Parachute 
Regiment. His timing wasn’t 
good; he served three tours 
in Northern Ireland at the 
height of the Troubles, then 


fought in the Falklands War 
at the age of just 22. It left 
him deeply scarred. 

“When you’re doing your 
training, going to war is 
all you want to do; when 
you’re there it’s brutal and 
unpleasant,” he says. “I’ve 
always considered myself 
a decent person, but... ” 
he tails off. “I have a lot of 
shame and guilt.” 

Sean left the army after 
nine years, by which time 
he was married with a 
stepdaughter, Gemma, and a 
young son, Michael. He was 
later diagnosed with post- 
traumatic stress disorder, 
“but when I left, I didn’t 
realise how damaged I was. 
Six months later I was in 
prison; I’d never been in that 
sort of trouble before. 

“It was a mad moment; 
a bailiff came to the door 
over a debt my wife had got 
herself into, and I used to 
shoot in those days -1 had 
shotguns - and it ended up 
as an armed siege.” 

Sean was sentenced to 15 


months in prison and, when 
he came out, tried to put his 
life back together, “but I was 
getting into violent clashes, 
and there were times I was 
orchestrating it,” he admits. 
“I think it was the trauma 
I’d been through; I carried it 
with me. I wasn’t looking for 
trouble, but it was there.” 

One day, Sean spun out of 
control. “This dog jumped 
up at a gate and freaked 
me right out, and I kicked 
the gate. And this guy came 
out; he started shouting 
and swearing, then he hit 
me, and he hit me again, 
and he wasn’t going to stop 
hitting me. I dealt with it, 
and it wasn’t very pleasant 
-1 savaged him. I got three 
years for that.” 

During his sentence, 

Sean got to know another 
prisoner well; on his release, 
he moved to London and 
carried out a series of armed 
robberies with this man 
and his associates. The 
gang would rob banks, post 
offices and building societies

at gunpoint, “and I was 
good at it,” he says. “It’s all 
about control and, with my 
background as a soldier, it 
was nothing.” 

The gang were active 
for nearly two years; Sean 
was finally caught in 1992 

- thanks to his height. “We 
robbed a cash and carry, 
and because I’m quite short 
and the guy I did it with was 
a tall Scottish fella - they 
used to call him Highlander 

- that’s the only description 
they had. We got about a 
mile away, and this police 
officer came along in her 
car, pulled up and went ‘Can 
I have a word?”’ The pair 
fled across a bridge: “and we 
ran straight into a van-load 
of them, and obviously got 
nicked.” 

Sean was given 14 
years and, as a Category 
A prisoner, was sent to a 
variety of maximum security 
prisons. He admits he 
“played up initially,” but 
soon settled into prison 
life. “To get through, I 
channelled myself into 
other projects. I was a 
‘listener’, which is similar 
to a Samaritan on the 
outside, where guys who 
were struggling just needed 
someone to talk to. I did that 
for a few years, and set up 
a scheme in another prison 
that didn’t have it in place.” 

After serving 10 years 
of his sentence, Sean was 
released, “and I moved in 
with one of my brothers and 
his family in London, until 
I found my feet.” But just a 
week later, there was bad 
news. His son Michael, now 
19, who lived with his mum 
in St Neots, hadn’t returned 
from a Friday night out in 
Bedford. 

“On the Sunday I was in St 
Neots to see my family, and 
I had a phonecall from his 
mother. She said ‘Have you 
seen Michael?’ And I said I 
hadn’t, but I was due to see 
him that day.” To begin with 
Sean wasn’t too concerned; 

“I thought he’d be with a girl 
or something”. But by that 
evening, when there was 
still no word, they reported 
him missing to the Bedford 
police. 

“We heard there’d been 
reports of someone in the 
river Friday night; the fire 
brigade had attended and 
found nothing,” he says. “I 
wouldn’t have it; I said ‘He’s 
going to turn up, it’ll be OK’.” 

On the Wednesday, Sean 
was in London collecting 
a family member from 
hospital when his wife rang. 
She told him the police had 
found a body in the river. 

He came straight back to 
St Neots, “and they wanted 
us to go and view this body 


they’d found. They believed 
it was Michael. And it was.” 

It transpired that Michael 
had gone out with a friend, 
and between them they’d 
got very drunk; Michael left 
to go back to St Neots to see 
his girlfriend, and CCTV 
images showed him walking 
around, very disorientated, 
near the quayside. “There’s 
quite a drop, and they think 
he went in there, because 
people on the bridge heard 
someone in distress - 
that’s why they made that 
emergency call. And he 
could swim well, Michael; 
both Michael and Gemma 
could swim from an early 
age - it was one of their 
favourite pastimes. But in 
that condition, and in those 
circumstances, he didn’t 
have a chance.” 

Deeply upset, Sean 
returned to London, took 
a job in a DIY superstore, 
and started seeing a woman 
who also worked there, “and 
she was a drinker,” he says. 
“Drinking had never 
been an issue 
for me, but 
I started 
using 
alcohol 
as a 
crutch; 
it 

helped 
me 

come to 
terms - or ^ 
not to come 
to terms - 
with the loss of 
my son. I had a lot of guilt,” 
he adds. “I’d spent 10 years 
of his life in jail. When he 
was growing up as a young 
man, when he needed a 
father, I wasn’t there for 
him.” 

Sean started drinking 
heavily, “every day; beer, 
vodka, you name it. I was 
a functioning alcoholic in 
that I was holding down 
a job. But alcoholism is a 
progressive illness, and 
eight years into it, I was 
buying my baccy on my way 
to work, and buying half a 
bottle of vodka to get me 
through the day.” 

Three years ago, his 
relationship broke down 
and Sean returned to St 
Neots, but struggled to find 
work. He took a room in a 
shared house, “but it was 
like going back to prison: 
having nothing to do, and 
just sitting in a room, like a 
cell. 

“I had a bit of a 
breakdown; I was sleeping 
rough rather than stay 
where I was. I would just go 
off into the sticks and spend 
time out there on my own, 
and I became adept at lying 
to people I loved, saying that 


I was OK and everything was 
fine. 

“When I left prison I knew 
I was never going to go back, 
and for the best part of 10 
years I didn’t even fart in a 
public place! But I started 
shoplifting - I’d gone from 
robbing banks for £75,000 to 
nicking bottles of cider.” 

After several court 
appearances, a police officer 
put Sean in touch with the 
charity Addaction, where his 
keyworker told him about 
the local branch of Emmaus. 

Based in Landbeach, 
it’s a community in which 
29 ‘companions’ - all of 
whom have experienced 
homelessness - are given 
a room of their own, 
food, clothing and a small 
allowance in return for 
40 hours’ work per week 
in the charity’s cafe and 
shop, which sells donated 
furniture and household 
goods. “And it sounded 
great to me, very similar to 
a Kibbutz, where you put in 
what you can and only take 
out what you need.” 

^ Sean was then offered 
a detox in Fulbourn 
, Hospital which, he 
admits, was “an 
awful thing to 
go through,” but 
two days after he 
came out he had 


an interview at 
Emmaus, “and they 
^ were happy with me, 
and so I came. And I 
^ was amazed.” 

With similar communities 
around the world, Emmaus 
is, he says, a very special 
place, “and the most 
important thing is it’s given 
me purpose, it’s given me 
structure in my life. It’s 
so nice to wake up in the 
morning and not have to 
think ‘What am I going to 
do today?’ I could be out in 
the van, in the warehouse, 

I could be giving a tour to 
visitors or answering the 
phones... 

“I love living here; there’s 
no drinking or drugs in the 
community, which is fine 
by me, and I love the whole 
ethos: that you don’t ask 
‘Can you help me?’, it’s ‘What 
can I do to help?’, even if it’s 
just lifting a wardrobe into 
the back of a car. 

“I’ve done some bad 
things in my life, I really 
have.

Even if I left tomorrow, it 
would always be a part of 
my life.”

Jack Russell v bull mastiff: 
‘big dog is always blamed’

A DOG owner has defended his 
pet after it reportedly attacked a 
lack Russell. 

Andrew Dickson, of Arrendene 
Road, was walking his 21-month 
-old bull mastiff Rylee in East 
Town Park on the morning of 
February 13 when an altercation 
with a Jack Russell took place. 

As previously reported, Michael 
Banner, the owner of the Jack 
Russell said that his dog, Rusty, 
jumped up at Rylee and the bull 
mastiff grabbed the smaller dog 
between his jaws in attack. 

However, Mr Dickson said that 
his dog was acting in self defence. 

He said: “I said to the owner, ‘do 
you want to put your dog on a 
lead, because I’m not sure how 
she is with other dogs’ but then 
his dog jumped up at mine. 

“My dog is a lovely, friendly dog 
but if a dog jumps at her as if to 
attack her, what is she supposed 
to do?” 

Mr Dickson told how he helped 
to free Rusty from Rylee’s mouth, 
sustaining bites to his hand, and 
waited for about 20 minutes after¬ 
wards to see if the smaller dog 
was alright. Mr Banner was also 
bitten in the incident. 

Mr Dickson said he had only 
had Rylee for a couple of days 
before the incident, but had 
known her since she was a puppy 
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and has always kept big dogs at 
home. He said: “If a mastiff that 
size wanted to kill the dog, it 
would have killed it in a second. 
She didn’t attack - she just held it 
in her mouth. 

“I am livid that the big dog is 
getting the blame again.” 

Police issued an appeal last 
week trying to find Mr Dickson, 
who came forward straight away. 

A spokesman from Suffolk 
Police confirmed that the issue 
has been resolved. 

He said: “The owner of the bull 
mastiff made contact with the 
police regarding this incident 
and has been spoken to by an 
officer. 

“He has accepted a community 
resolution to keep his dog on a 
lead in a public place and there¬ 
fore no further action will be 
taken.”

Red cross celebrating auxiliary 
hospitals’ role in war effort 

MORE than 30 auxiliary hospitals across 
Suffolk are being celebrated by the Red 
Cross. 

It has been 100 years since wounded 
soldiers started returning from the First World 
War, prompting the opening of temporary 
care facilities across the county. 

The hospitals, set up in town halls, schools 
and private houses, were initiated by the 
Joint War Committee of the British Red Cross 
Society and the Order of St John of 
Jerusalem in 1914. 

The most suitable ones became auxiliary 
hospitals, which were then attached to 
central military hospitals. 

There were 33 auxiliary units in Suffolk and 
about 3,000 in total. These facilities were for 
those less seriously wounded, who were 
making a recovery. 

The auxiliaries were usually staffed by a 
commandant, a quartermaster and a matron, 
as well as members of the local voluntary aid 
detachment and neighbourhood women. 

Shoppers warned after spate of 
distraction thefts in the county 

SHOPPERS are being warned to be vigilant 
after a number of distraction thefts in Suffolk. 

Officers are urging residents to keep a 
close eye on purses, wallets and bank cards 
while out shopping and take care when 
entering PIN numbers at public cashpoints or 
store checkouts. 

Older friends, family members and 
neighbours should also be made aware of 
safety measures and distraction ploys to 
prevent a theft from happening.

Power is lost

Power was restored shortly 
after 3.40pm. 


Dual carriageway mooted 
to solve A1307 problems

A NEW dual carriageway is one of 
the options to be explored as part 
of improvements to a main route 
between Haverhill and Cambridge. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
is conducting a study to look at a 
number of solutions to improve 
the A1307 in the coming years -but 
Cllr Roger Hickford, representing 
Linton, has proposed that a new 
relief road be built instead. 

The councillor is suggesting that 
a new dual carriageway could be 
built from near Horseheath to 
Fourwentways, and that the exist¬ 
ing road from Haverhill to 
Horseheath could be dualled. 

This, he said, will ease traffic on 
the busy road and would mean it 
would not need so many improve¬ 
ments. 

Cllr Hickford discussed his ideas 
with parish councils along the 
A1307, elected representatives and 
other interested parties. 

So far, they have been “well 
received”. 

Cllr Hickford said: “The proposal 
is very much in the infancy stage 
and it’s more of a suggestion and 
me putting it out there to see what 
people think. 

“I am trying to be as realistic as 
possible. There’s only so many 
improvements we can do to the 
original road - something has to 
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happen, and we need to think out¬ 
side of the box.” 

Cllr Hickford also said that the 
proposed road could be funded by 
a new settlement of three to four 
thousands homes, for which there 
is a great need in the area. 

Cllr Tony Brown, Suffolk county 
councillor for Haverhill East and 
Kedington, is “excited” about the 
developments, which Cllr Hickford 
hopes will be adopted by South 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
as part of its local plan at the next 
review. 

Cllr Brown said: “The existing 
A1307 would be left as a feeder 
road for villages but the main traf¬ 
fic from Haverhill would be able to 
use a whole new dual carriage¬ 
way.” 

Cllr Hickford added that in five 
years time, if people agree with 
the proposal, he hopes there will 
be a plan on how this would pro¬ 
ceed. 

Cambridgeshire county council¬ 
lor Ian Bates, cabinet member for 
growth and infrastructure, has 
confirmed that work will continue 
with local councillors and com¬ 
munities along the A1307 on how 
to improve the “vital” road. 

He said: “The A1307 is a vital 


road serving Haverhill and 
Cambridge which can be highly 
congested and has suffered from 
accidents. 

“The county council will be com¬ 
missioning study work which will 
look at the best solution for the 
A1307 corridor and the wider area. 

“This work will look at all road 
options and transport modes 
before making suggestions about 
what is appropriate and how this 
may be funded.” 

Matthew Hancock, MP for West 
Suffolk, is holding a public meet¬ 
ing in Haverhill on March 21 on 
the safety of the A1307. 

He has previously expressed con¬ 
cerns about the safety of the road, 
and has repeatedly called for it to 
be dualled as far as the All to ease 
congestion. 

The meeting taking place at 
Haverhill Rovers Football Club 
from 6pm on March 21.

ALISTAIR McGowan likes clocks. 

He bought his second, a very nice one 
apparently, in Cambridge when he was 24. 

"I've just always found them very beautiful 
things," he explains simply. 

It's not quite what you expect from the 
bushy-browed 49-year-old, and BAFTA award¬ 
winning star of The Big Impression, but then, 
if you think about it, he's rather like a clock 
himself. Except, instead of time he tells stories, 
and instead of tick-tocks, his inner mechanical 
cogs whir along knocking out ridiculously 
brilliant impressions; just remember his David 
Beckham. 

But impressions and clocks are not why he's 
returning to Cambridge this month. McGowan 
is reprising his role as the great Professor Henry 
Higgins in the Theatre Royal Bath's 100th 
anniversary tour of George Bernard Shaw's 
Pygmalion. A witty exploration of class and 
gender, it's the basis of A/I y Fair Lady (don't say 
you don't know it), and follows the phonetics- 
obsessed professor as he tries to get cockney 
flower girl Eliza Doolittle (Rachel Barry with 
the unenviable task of trying to step out of 
the shadow of Audrey Hepburn), to pass for a 
duchess at a very fancy party. The question is, 
will she assert her own independence or simper 
along with the challenge? 

McGowan first played Higgins in the West 
End two-and-a-half years ago, stepping in last 
minute for a too-busy Rupert Everett, and the 
producers rather liked him. He didn't need 
much persuading to get into coat tails either: 
"I'd always been fascinated by accents and how 
people spoke, even at that age," McGowan 
buzzes, describing the impact seeing My Fair 
Lady had on him as a child. "I actually didn't 
think about playing the part, I just thought I 
would like to be Henry Higgins in real life. I'd 
like to be able to study people's accents and 
I would love to be able to, as he says himself, 
place any man within six miles." 

Graduating from the Guildhall School of 
Music and Drama, he only went and did it,

breaking out thanks to ITV's satirical puppet 
show Spitting Image and then teaming up 
with fellow impressionist Ronni Ancona. It all 
rather kicked off. . . He's dedicated his career 
to decoding and reproducing other people's 
voices, he really is a modern day Higgins, on 
and off stage. 

Alistair McGowan is basically a lovely, 
incredibly generous, likeable chap. 

Take the fact he happily plunges straight 
into his latest impersonation ("My favourite 
is always my newest one,") without being 
pushed; suddenly I find myself interviewing 
Raymond Blanc: "Oh la la!" He actually tried it 
out on Blanc himself at Christmas: "I couldn't 
work out for the rest of the evening whether 
he'd liked it or not!" 

Slithering out of character, McGowan 
explains: "When you get a new person it's like 
a toy really. You can't stop playing with it for a 
little while, and then a new one comes 
along. . ." 

The one person he really can't get the knack 
of is David Cameron. Rory Bremner will be 
relieved. 

"It is nice to at least be able to do your 
country's leader for whatever purposes and 
I just can't get anywhere near him so I don't 
bother," he says ruefully. "But I do [as Boris] do 
a very good Boris Johnson instead, so if I need 
to say something about government or right- 
wing policies, I use Boris as that mouthpiece, 
he's much more fun! Much more interesting! In 
every sense."

John Lill talks 
Beethoven 


Cambridge Corn Exchange’s Orchestra in Residence, the 
renowned Royal Philharmonic Orchestra, returns this 
month with a concert featuring some of Beethoven’s 
most enduring and popular works, performed by award¬ 
winning piano soloist John Lill. ANDREW BURTON spoke 
to him to find out more. 


What do you hope audiences will 
feel when they hear you playing 
Beethoven's Fidelio Overture, 

Piano Concerto No 5 (Emperor) and 
Symphony No 7? 

My job is to be a channel, 
harnessing if possible the 
original inspiration that gripped 
the composer at the time he 
was writing the music and 
communicating this to the audience 
as clearly as possible. 

What do you think it is that marks 
Beethoven out as a composer of 
genius? 

It's to do with authority and 
a complete mastery of all the 
components of the music, covering 
a huge range of emotions. At 
his greatest, I think Beethoven's 
work actually transcends 
emotion and becomes a purely 
spiritual experience. I don't think 
Beethoven could have been the 
only contributor to his writing, 


especially when he was deaf; I'm 
convinced he was a very gifted 
channel for realising powers 
outside of himself. When a violinist 
once complained to Beethoven 
about his violin concerto being 
unplayable, Beethoven shouted 
back: "When God tells me what to 
write, do you think I care anything 
about your puny fingers?'' 

Do you have any favourite 
Beethoven pieces? 

I love all the concertos but I play 
No 5 the most, simply because 
it is the most popular and most 
requested. Last December, I played 
all of them at a concert in Moscow, 
and it reminded me they are all 
masterpieces in different ways. 

You have enjoyed a long and 
distinguished playing career 
and 2014 is your 70th birthday 
celebration tour. What have been 
your career highlights to date? 

My London debut with Sir Adrian 



Bolt, playing Rachmaninov's third 
when I was 18, was an exciting 
occasion, as was my Festival Hall 
debut shortly after that, with the 
Royal Philharmonic Orchestra 
playing the same concerto, in the 
early 1960s. 

Also, winning the Tchaikovsky 
Prize in 1970 was a definite 
highlight. That's still as vivid in 
my memory as if it could have 


happened yesterday. 

What attracted you to the piano in 
the first place? 

It was an inevitable magnetism. 

I come from a poor family in the 
east side of London. We didn't 
have a piano at home but when I 
was about 3 or 4 I was continually 
popping along to a neighbour 
who had a big upright piano and 
apparently it was almost impossible 
to remove me from the instrument. 
It has always been something I've 
been drawn to. I found it easier to 
play the piano than to speak, even! 
If you could transport yourself 
back to any point in history and 
be present at the premiere of any 
piece of classical music, what would 
it be, and why? 

That's an extraordinary question, 
and one I have never been asked 
in my entire musical career. There 
are so many pieces that come to 
mind! I think it would have to be 
one of Beethoven's later works and 
one that would really have jolted 
the listeners, such as Beethoven's 
last Sonata No 32 or the Ninth 
Symphony. It would have been 
fascinating to be a fly on the wall 
at one of those concerts.

WHEN director Wes Anderson is good, he's very 
good. And even when he's occasionally off-key, 
the Texan writer-director still puts other film¬ 
makers in the shade. 

For The Grand Budapest Hotel he is in 
sparkling form. It's a tour-de-force of invention 
and creativity that leaves no narrative stone 
unturned in its quest for laughs and heartfelt 
emotion as it traces the history of the titular 
establishment from 1932 to the present day 
through the eyes of two lovers who become 
embroiled in a madcap crime caper involving a 
stolen painting. 

Anderson marshals an incredible cast including 
regular collaborators Owen Wilson, Jason 
Schwartzman and Bill Murray, and teases out 
an uproarious and energetic performance from 
Ralph Fiennes as the suave protagonist at the 
centre of the mystery.

Zero works under legendary concierge Gustave 
H (Fiennes).

When she perishes in suspicious circumstances 
and leaves a priceless Renaissance painting 
to Gustave in her will, grief-stricken relatives 
including Madame's greedy son Dmitri (Adrien 
Brody) plot the concierge's downfall. 

The finger of suspicion for Madame D's demise 
points at Gustave and he goes on the run, hotly 
pursued by wily police chief Henckels (Edward 
Norton) and Dmitri's sadistic henchman (Willem 
Dafoe).

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Perking up 
your patio 


IF the rain ever lets up long enough for us to 
venture out on to our patios, we’ll need some 
quick fixes to brighten them up in time for the 
warmer, and hopefully drier, months of spring. 

But, aside from jetwashing them, what should 
the average gardener actually be doing to these 
patios? 

Garden designer Diarmuid 
Gavin, who last year added a 
wraparound balcony and cast 
iron columns decorated with 
swathes of wisteria to his own 
patio in Co Wicklow, Ireland, 
has some ideas. 

Bulbs planted in patio pots 
back in September may have 
rotted if they haven't been 
given good drainage and were 
standing on pot feet, he says, 
but even if there's no sign of 
them, all is not lost. 

"Even now, if you just lift the pot to allow them 
to drain, the bulbs and plantings may be all right." 

In addition to the practical, Gavin, has some 
easy patio design tips too. 

"You can brighten up the patio with instant 
colour, but be innovative about what you plant 
and how you do it." 


He suggests going to your local restaurant or 
take-away to see if they have any large metal con¬ 
tainers which once held olives or other food. Drill 
a few holes in the bottom, put a layer of gravel 
at the bottom and fill the rest with well-drained 
compost and either put in a selection of wonder¬ 
ful herbs like basil or marjoram 
or even some salads like Lollo 
Rosso or Swiss chard, or even 
nasturtiums and marigolds, and 
you will have results fast. 

"Another thing I love is to get 
big oil drums from reclamation 
yards for next to nothing, clean 
them up and paint them in Car¬ 
ibbean colours. If you have a 
collection of them you can cut 
some of them down to size and 
they make the most fantastic 
containers. 

"Large containers like these will take a good 
quantity of manure and topsoil. If they're big 
enough, you can plant birch trees or clumps 
of bamboos to create borders and long-term 
planting once you've top-dressed and had them 
irrigated. 

"Be innovative about your choice of container 
and then make sure you have a good solid me¬

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dium for them to grow in." 

If you want to invest in new garden furniture 
there's a wealth of choice too, adds Gavin. 

"Fifteen years ago if you wanted garden fur¬ 
niture you got a picnic bench or a plastic chair 
that cost £2.99. There's been a radical change in 
furniture, with durable woven plastics, colourful 
seating and the new thing we're going to see are 
cabanas." 

If you want to hide eyesores like water butts, 
you can just put a big pot in front of them, he 
says. 

"People often make the mistake of corralling 
eyesores behind bits of trellis or fencing. If you do 
that, you make the garden look smaller and draw 
more attention to what you're trying to hide. 

"If you're trying to hide something in the shade, 


go for a light framework of honeysuckle, which 
emits a fantastic scent, or some rambling roses. 
Simplicity is key in this to avert the eye away from 
the offensive article." 

Spring planting could incorporate double daisies 
(Beilis perennis), Bachelor buttons (cornflower) or 
cheiranthus (wallflower). 

"Use traditional bedding in a more radical way. 
And if you didn't plant bulbs, buy some which are 
about to come into flower, whether dwarf daf¬ 
fodils, hyacinths or tulips and surround them with 
bedding or with ivies in pots." 

"Don't try to be too tasteful. When I grew up 
in a very suburban street I grew up with blue and 
white and blue and white. Mass-plant different 
shades of blue together, while clashing colours of 
bedding can be incredibly exuberant."
